Dear  Art  Festival  Visitor, 


If  you  have  landed  for  the  first  time  on  our  strange  shores,  the  legends  and 
stories  of  San  Francisco  may  fascinate  you  to  self-mesmerism.  From  Barbary 
Coast  days  to  the  present  spread  of  Twin  Peaks  sundecks,  the  history  of  the 
City  is  told  in  a  myriad  ways  and  forms.  Whether  you  are  an  old-timer  or  a 
new  suburbanite,  you  are  probably  familiar  with  a  most  unusual  event  which 
occurs  here  every  September. 

This  is  the  San  Francisco  Annual  Art  Festival,  now  twenty-six  years  young, 
a  lively  institution  increasingly  an  integral  part  of  our  town  life. 

Many  years  ago,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  initiated  an  art  acquisition 
program  intended  to  preserve  and  enrich  the  quality  of  "our  Life."  This 
enterprise,  organized  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Art  Commission  and 
administered  by  its  Visual  Arts  Committee,  is  endowed  yearly  with  $5,000 
for  purchase  awards  of  art  works  at  the  Annual  Art  Festivals.  As  a  result, 
the  City's  buildings  and  offices  have  been  provided  with  a  touch  of 
humanism  and,  we  hope,  provocative  beauty;  but,  provocative  or  contem- 
plative, the  art  works  have  acted  as  a  stimulating  effect  on  the  thousands 
of  City  workers. 

The  popularity  of  the  art  acquisition  program  can  best  be  measured  by  the 
deep  interest  of  City  employees  seeking  purchase  prize  winners  ...  a 
demand  which,  I  may  add,  is  almost  impossible  to  satisfy. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  public  is  seldom  aware  of  the  wealth  of  creative 
talent  hidden  among  the  "quartieri"  of  the  major  Bay  Area  cities.  The 
romantic  concept  of  the  "poor  artist"  still  persists  as  an  anachronism  in  an 
age  of  self-fulfillment.  Unfortunately,  apart  from  the  literary  aspect,  artists, 
in  general,  are  indeed  an  economically  depressed  group.  Nevertheless,  only 
at  Art  Festival  time  do  all  these  previously  "hidden"  creative  energies 
catalyze  in  a  quasi-spontaneous  effort  to  originate  an  incomparable  spec- 
tacle of  beauty,  a  vast  outlet  for  the  artist  and  a  great  opportunity  for  our 
citizens  to  enjoy  a  unique  variety  of  art  forms  and  to  acquire  originals  at 
modest  prices. 

One  would  think  that  a  cultural  event  of  this  magnitude  would  receive  the 
interest  and  support  of  the  business  community.  However,  in  this  Corporate 
Age,  none  of  our  local  major  business  complexes  have  suggested  any  interest 
whatsoever  in  this  important  civic  art  program.  It  has  taken  an  "outsider" 
to  show  concern:  Home  Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Los  Angeles, 
which  has  set  an  outstanding  record  and  example  of  support  for  the  arts. 


For  the  second  consecutive  year.  Home  Savings  is  contributing  an  incentive 
to  participants  in  the  San  Francisco  Art  Festival,  in  the  form  of  a  sizeable 
amount  of  purchase  prize  money  with  which  to  acquire  works  of  art  for 
their  expanding  and  exciting  art  collection.  This  kind  of  far  reaching  policy, 
in  my  estimation,  gives  significance  to  the  future  role  of  business  as  outlets 
for  art  in  our  society;  it  becomes  a  model  which  should  be  emulated  and 
expanded  as  standard  practice  among  the  large  work-givers  of  our  society. 

If  the  quality  of  our  life  is  to  have  a  positive  and  human  appeal,  the  arts 
—  roots  of  our  emotional  upbringing  —  should  continue,  and  must  be,  a 
very  important  factor  in  everyone's  life.

"SUN  PAINTING"  fronn  the  Exploratorium:  The  Exploratoriunn, 
a  museunn  about  human  perception  connbining  the  scientist's  and 
the  artist's  points  of  view,  is  pleased  to  present  Bob  Miller's  "Sun 
Painting."  Miller  describes  this  work  as  "an  observer-affected  ex- 
perience that  uses  only  sunlight  to  introduce  you  to  a  palette  of 
absolutely  pure  colors."  More  of  Miller's  work  may  be  seen  at 
the  Exploratorium  on  sunny  days.

The  resulting  col- 
lection is  lent  in  exhibits  of  required  size  to  galleries,  nnuseums,  public  and  private 
buildings  without  cost  to  the  borrower.
